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THE BRIDGE BY-LAW.

( Although commending the Premier's willing- 
! ness to champion the bridge by-law on the public 
■ platform, the morning paper says that, at the 
same time, he should enlighten the electors on 
his intentions in regard to additional sources of 
«’ revenue for the municipalities, and expresses the 
5 fear that if he does not do this the by-law will 

( be defeated. . 

We arc sure Mr. Oliver will be entertained 
i by this novel suggestion, which amounts to noth¬ 
ing less than the presentation to him, on a plat- 
f ter, of the responsibility for the success or failure 
k of the by-law. The Provincial Government is 
1 contributing $200,000 towards the cost of the 

J bridge, which, by the way, is virtually an ex¬ 
clusive Victoria project; the Premier, as a friend 
JC; of this community, has actively assisted in bring- 
. ing the negotiations between the various interests 
* to a successful conclusion; he is ready to tell the 
1 ratepayers from the public platform why, in his 
ft opinion, the by-law should be passed. Surely, in 
all fairness, he cannot reasonably be expected to 
* do more; certainly not to make the fiscal policy 
' of the Province an issue in the fate of a purely 
local scheme. 

: Mr. Oliver is already on record as sympathetic 

; with the principle of granting wider sources of 
revenue to the municipalities, and the Minister of 
Finance has been instituting an inquiry with a 
view to the determination of policy on this ques¬ 
tion. But the place for the announcement of that 
policy—which will concern intimately the tax¬ 
payers of the whole Province—is the Provincial 
. Legislature, not the platform in a referendum 
campaign in a Victoria City election. 

The financial conditions involved in the 
i bridge project are well known. The Province 
| contributes $200,000, the C. P. K. $100,000 and the 
City must raise the remainder of the cost which, 
it is estimated, will aggregate $720,000, the City’s 
share being, therefore, $420,000. It might be well 
! to remember, however, that if the by-law be 
j beaten the railway company will proceed with 
the construction of its own bridge, and we shall 
( not have the benefit of its contribution in any 
j future scheme. Moreover, we have no right to 
j assume that the Government offer of $200,000 is a 
perpetual affair. If the ratepayer^ of Victoria 
decide that they do not want the bridge the 
I Provincial Government would be fully justified 
in diverting the $200,000 to one of the" many ur- 
j gent needs with which it is confronted. 

; The matter is one for the ratepayers to de¬ 
cide in the light of known conditions, and upon 
them devolves the full responsibility for the 
success or failure of the by-law. None of it can 
, devolve upon the Premier, who, Victoria should 
f bear in. mind, is the First Minister of the Prov¬ 
ince, not'exclusively of this constituency. 

HELPING STRANDED SETTLERS. 

Telegraphic advices received from Ottawa by 
the Vancouver branch of the Soldiers’ Civic Re¬ 
establishment and Canadian Patriotic Fund arc 
to the effect that those soldiers who have taken 
up land under the provisions of the Dominion 
Soldier Settlement Act, and who find themselves 
stranded by force of circumstances will receive 
financial aid from the Government's forty mil¬ 
lion dollar emergency fund. This announcement 
follows with commendable promptitude the re¬ 
commendations contained in a recent resolution 
passed by the British Columbia Returned Sol¬ 
dier Commission, and official action, apparently 
is tantamount to a recognition of the reasonable 
contention that it is not sufficient in all cases to 
1. settlo the ex-soldier on the land and leave him 
j entirely to his own devices. 

U is W 'be understood that relief will not be 
1 f i , C ". U “ t .T the p f opcr “ ut horities are fully satis- 
ned that the applicant is entirely without means 
of subsistence. Obviously action beyond the 
prescribed limitations of the Act must be proper¬ 
ly safeguarded. Indiscriminate distribution of 
fananoial relief, particularly where the man is in 
good health and in possession of his own home 
and other means of producing his own livelihood 


would be the opposite of kindness. Nor do we 
consider that there would be many cases where 
the settler would care to endanger his newly-] 
acquired sense of self-reliance and independence 
1 by the acceptance of what ho would choose to 
call a charity dole unless a very stiAnig tide of 
, adversity were against him. There will be cases, 

, however, no matter how smoothly the Act may 
1 operate, where individual suffering may be 
ameliorated and cured by the demonstration of a 
little commonsense at the proper time. 

SHIPS FOR FRANCE? 

The Ottawa correspondent of a Winnipeg 
newspaper wires that the $25,000,000 credit 
which Canada has extended to France may be 
diverted to building ships for the French Gov¬ 
ernment under France’s guarantee. France 
needs ships and here is a convenient way of get¬ 
ting them. Indeed, it is a much better way than 
will be found a few years hence when the day of 
international credit'extension in millions has 
ended. And if France should agree to take out 
her Canadian credit in ships built in Canada, Vic¬ 
toria should get a large share of the work in view 
of the favorable impression made upon the 
French authorities by thie vessels which were 
constructed for France here. 

“REDS" IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

From time to time dispatches from London 
have indicated activity among certain “red” 
elements which appear to have established them¬ 
selves in Great Britain. There is nothing new, 
therefore, in the narrative which crossed the 
cables yesterday and predicts the possibility of 
soviet disciples seizing upon an early industrial 
crisis in the Old Land to agitate to overthrow con¬ 
stitutional Government and substitute one after 
the Russian pattern. The people on the other side 
of the Atlantic went through an almost perfect 
state of commercial and industrial paralysis when 
the railways of the United Kingdom ceased to 
run and remained idle for eight, days. But one 
of the significant features of the strike was the 
proof that its chief instigators and supporters 
were among those who worked for a peaceful set¬ 
tlement. Not even the “direct actionists” could 
be induced to employ u triple alliance of pressure 
that might easily have been turned to use by the 
reds. Both state and people showed their 
mettle on that occasion. Since then the Govern¬ 
ment has made a very considerable programme 
of concessions to the railwaymen, which, it is 
true, may not be accepted, but which will 
strengthen public opinion in its determination 
to resist minority rule at all costs. Nor is the 
British workingman blind to the consequences 
of "red” government. 

The other day we published an Ottawa dis¬ 
patch announcing on the authority of the Chair¬ 
man of the Trade Commission that there was an 
ample supply of yellow sugar in the country. 
Whereupon we received numerous communica¬ 
tions from parties asking this paper to tell them 
where the sugar was. They were referred to the 
Chairman of the Trade Commission at Ottawa, 
who was distinctly mentioned in the dispatch as 
authority for the statement regarding the supply 
of yellow sugar. It was Mr. Dooley, we recall, 
who said you could lead some people up to the 
university, but you could not compel them to 
think. 

Some people seem to think that the Provin¬ 
cial Government is getting rich in its possession 
of the former Songhees Reserve and is regarding 
it as a valuable Provincial asset. We would 
wager that the Government would be quite will¬ 
ing to dispose of it to the City of Victoria for 
the amount it has cost the people to date. 

Mayor Porter looks as if he can make his 
arrangements to continue business at the old 
stand for another twelvemonth. Well, he prom¬ 
ised the electorate that lie would figuratively 
stand or fall on the Johnson Street bridge ques¬ 
tion. We hope he will be able to drive his car 
across the structure before lie is much older.

TWELVE FATALITIES 

ONLY IN COAL MINES 

(Continued from page 1.) 


compared to the average of the past 
ten years of 5.098. This year’s av¬ 
erage, therefore, compares favorably 
with that of Oreat Britain and other 
European countries which Is worthy J 
of special note when It is borne In 
mind that In the local coal fields 
of the United Kingdom and of the 
Continent there are so many more 
miners actively engaged that It takes 
more than one serious accident to 
materially affect the general average 
at the end of a given period. 

Only one fatality occurred In the 
mines of the Crow’s Nest Pass Dls- 
trist during 1919. This again Is a 
record, If the Eastern British Colum¬ 
bia field be considered apart from 
the rest of the Province. I* Is the 
lowest mark since the first year of 
their development over twenty years 
ago. 

Mr. Wilkinson, Chief Inspector of 
Mines, notes In his report that the 
majority of these twelve' fatal acci¬ 
dents could have been avoided If or¬ 
dinary care had been exercised. 

Another Reoord. 

Still another record has been estab¬ 
lished by the metalliferous mines of 
the Province during 1919. There were 
but six fatal accidents throughout 
British Columbia In connection with 
metal mining industries. This Is the 
lowest In the history of metalliferous 
mining in British Columbia. 

It is estimated that fatalities per 
capita of employees will work out at 
approximately 1.2 per cent. In com¬ 
parison with an average over the lust 
ten years of 3.899. 

These accidents are tabulated as 
follows: Falling down shafts, chutes, 
raises, etc., 6: by breaking compressed 
air pjpe, l. Total, 6. 

The nationality of those last was 
as follows: Italian. 2; Swedish, 3; 
Canadian, 1. 

No fatul accidents occurred In the 
Kootenay and Boundary districts, 
which is the first time in the history 
of metalliferous mining in those dis¬ 
tricts that this has been so.

That was to say, payment to de¬ 
pendents residing in other countries 
had been based upon comparative 
money values, and that the money 
saved by this basis of reckoning had 
enabled the Board to disburse an in¬ 
creased amount to widows in British 
Columbia. This policy, too, had been 
made retroactive, with the result that 
the Board had Increased the widow's 
payment to $35 as against $25 pro¬ 
vided for originally. In the caae of 
children it also had been possible to 
pay at the rate of $7.50 instead of $5, 
and at the same time to eliminate 
the condition as to the number of 
children In respect of whom payrtlent 
should he made. 

More British Columbians Wanted 

The Attorney - General deprecated 
the suggestion that either he or the 
Government had any desire to dis¬ 
courage large families in British Co¬ 
lumbia by limiting compensation pro¬ 
vision to an even quartette. 

The railwaymen also desired an 
increase in the flfty-flve per cent, 
disability wage. Mr. Farris replied 
that as wagea had increased the per¬ 
centage itself automatically consti¬ 
tuted an equivalent Increase. 

Absolute rejection was accorded the 
request for the right of common law 
action. 

JOHN FORSYTH NOW 

IS NEW LIBRARIAN 

(Continued from page 1 .) 


While in Glasgow Mr. Forsyth also 
had in his charge the Jeffiy collec¬ 
tion, a rare and valuable stock of 
books chiefly on history, ornithology, 
flno art and antiquities, and in the 
collection were such works as Gould’s 
Birds of the World, in forty elephant 
folio volumes, all hand colored. The 
famous Audubor’s Birds, a set of 
Piranesi Architectural Works, Kings- 
borough‘8 Mexico and some of the 
finest editions on Egyptology also 
were among the collection guarded 
by Mr. Forsyth. 

Back to Edinburgh 

Some time later Mr. Forsyth re¬ 
turned to his native city of Edin¬ 
burgh and became librarian and as¬ 
sistant secretary to the Fuculty of 
Actuaries in Scotland, where ho re¬ 
organized the library and compiled 
the card catalogue. 

On coming to Canada in 1912 and 
while resident in Toronto he was en¬ 
gaged in private library work, dur¬ 
ing which he classified and cata¬ 
logued tho Margaret Eaton CAllege 
Library and did work for the book 
department of the Upper Canada 
Tract Society. Mr. Forsyth left To¬ 
ronto in April, 1913, to take a posi¬ 
tion in the Provincial Library of 
British Columbia and since then has 
filled responsible positions in that 
department. latterly he has been 
closely associated with the late Mr. 
Scholetleld in developing the work 
in the new building. 

Speoial Work Here 

When the Library was moved to 
its new quarters Mr. Forsyth wns en¬ 
trusted with the arrangements for 
placing tho various collections and 
arranging exhibits in tho new library, 
having drawn up a scheme prior to 
moving. He also compiled bibliog¬ 
raphies of the war literature und 
shipbuilding, and an extensive bib¬ 
liography of British Columblu for 
Scholefleld und Howuy’s History. 

Mr. Forsyth Is a member of the 
American Library Association, thu 
Pacific Northwest Library Associa¬ 
tion and the British Columbia Li¬ 
brary Association. On the outbreuk 
of war he enlisted for overseas ser¬ 
vice but was honorably rejected on 
medical grounds. During the long 
Illness of the late Mr. Bcholefield bo 
filled the post of acting librarian 
and Archivist.

To the Editor:—A recent press let¬ 
ter states that the Research Council 
has recommended "the establishment 
of a Central Bureuu to collect and 
disseminate all possible Information 
regarding all our natural resources.” 

It also states that, "should "such a 
bureau be efficiently constituted, it 
would be of invaluable assistance in 
the development of the conutry." 

Respecting the foregoing, permit 
me to state that: 

1. There is already In existence a 
"Central Bureau," the Commissihn of 
Conservation, which la collecting and 
disseminating "all possible informa¬ 
tion regarding all our natural re¬ 
sources." The Commission is, each i 
and every day, supplying such infor-* 
mation to correspondents not only in 
Canada, but practically in every part 
of the world. 

2. The Commission of Conservation 
has been engaged in this work for 
eleven yours, and, by 'the Conserva¬ 
tion Act, is empowered to take into 
consideration all questions "relating 
to the conservation and better util¬ 
ization of the natural resources of 
Canada, to make such 'Inventories, 
and collect and disseminate such in¬ 
formation." 

3. The Commission of Conservation 
is ’"efficiently constituted/’ and has 
been "of invaluable assistance in the 
development of the country," and tho 
extent of its assistance has only been 
limited by the amount of money 
made available for such purposes. 

4. Since Its organization in 1910, 
the Commission has inaugurated and 
carried to successful completion 
measures for the protection of our 
forests, for the conservation of our 
minerals, for better housing, for town 
planning, for the protection of the 
public health, for perpetuating our 
fish and ga/ne resources, and, by Its 
Illustration forme, hail demonstrated 
the enormous value of such an' edu¬ 
cative agent.

Dear Sir,—We have been apprised 
of the resolution passed by the Ship¬ 
ping Board of the Vancouver Board 
of Trade making certain recommen¬ 
dations to yourself and to the de¬ 
partment concerning the regulation 
of the pilotage. 

It is very gratifying to have that 
Influential body taking an interest 
In these affairs, and in so far as the 
general public of British Columbia, 
in fact of the whole of Canada, are 
concerned In the proper administra¬ 
tion of pilotage affairs on the coast. 
We feel that this resolution does not 
go far enough, but should deal with 
the whole matter, and in dealing" with 
the whole matter, we fell that cer¬ 
tain details contained in the resolu*- 
tion already passed should be altered 
,to a certain degree. 

For your assistance and for the 
assistance of tne Board of Trade, 
should they deem fit to go further 
Into the matter, we herewith submit i 
as briefly as possible our suggestions , 
as to the vital features of the new 1 
regulations which must be altered if 
the pilotage service Is to be main¬ 
tained on this coast at its present 
efficient standard. 

In submitting these suggestions, we 
would respectfully call your atten¬ 
tion to the fact that the Vancouver 
Board of Trade has already placed 
itself on record to the effect that 
in the interests of the gener^publlc, 
end for the purposes of maintaining 
the good reputation of our British 
Columbia ports amongst the world’s 
shipowners and foreign traders, that 
the pilotage sendee on this coast 
must be maintained at the very high¬ 
est point yf efficiency. 

We would also call your atten¬

expenses and purchases, we must be 
given a degree of control over these 
expenses and purchases so as to en¬ 
able us at all times to preserve and 
protect our rights in the matter. 

Pilotage Charges. 

The foregoing portion of this letter 
concern* the proposed relations be¬ 
tween ourselves and the pilotage au¬ 
thorities. We now set out our sug¬ 
gestions relative to the regulations 
governing the pilotage charges, and 
respectfully submit that without In¬ 
corporating them within the by¬ 
laws your new regulations will be 
unfair in some Instances to ourselves 
and in other Instances to the ship¬ 
owners, and will establish condi- | 
tions that will be quite unworkable, ( 
and In some instances impossible to 
maintain. 

For convenience, we take up the 
various points as they occur in you^ 
new regulations, commencing with 
Regulation No. 26. 

Pilotage in and out .of quarantine 
should be optional, but if a pilot is 
required, a fair charge is $30. This 
should be added after the sub-para¬ 
graph starting ’Tialf cent per ton."

" Now our pilotage service consists 
of master mariners of long and tried 
experience in the navigation of 
coastal waters^ and the only source 
of supply fqr pilots In the future is 
to draw the best men from the coast¬ 
wise shipping services. Where the 
officials of the shipping companies 
view this matter selfishly they may 
say that it is not In their best In¬ 
tel ests of the shipping public and 
our British Columbia ports. The 
shipping companies can and do train 
novices who work up through the 
comi«any’s services to become master 
mariners.

Pilotage Commission -Report 
Gives Figures at $30,414,99 
For Year 1919 


Vancouver, Jan. 8.—The Vancouver 
pilots received $30,414.99 gross, out 
of a total of $49,798.02 taken in dues 
during 1919, according to the report 
presented to the annual meeting of 
the Vancouver Pilotage Commission. 
They handled 998 ships In and out 
during the year of a total tonnage 
of 2,311,830. The pilots paid for 
their stations and upkeep out of the 
amount received. Ten Vancouver 
pilots participated ln the revenue. 

The commission Instructed the 
secretary to take the necessary steps 
to have certain statements corrected 
that were published a few days ago 
about pilotage affairs. The state¬ 
ments, it Is said by the commission, 
were not correct. 

The following detail figures are 
given of shipping ln and out of the

Mrs. Adams-Beck Gave Fas¬ 
cinating Talk Before the 
Women's Canadian Club 


Fascinating glimpses of the oc¬ 
cult beliefs of the peoples of India 
were revealed to a large and inter¬ 
ested audience of the Women's Can¬ 
adian- Club yesterday afternoon, 
when that body was addressed by 
Mrs. Adams-Beck on '"Eastern 
Spells and Magic in Relation to 
Psychology.” 

Science and Superstition. 

Tracing the decline of the belief In 
witchcraft in the Occident, from the 
day* when the miraculous powers of 
the saints were generally accepted 
to modern times when the attitude 
of scepticism attributed the earlier 
beliefs to the folly and imagination 
of our ancestors, the speaker averred 
that much of the occultism of the 
Orient was traceable to the Eastern 
races' abstinence from meat, an at¬ 
mosphere of abstemiousness tend¬ 
ing to the sharpening of the imag¬ 
ination and a broadening of the 
vision. 

That many of the beliefs of the 
Easterns were being resuscitated by 
modem science was shown, said the 
speaker, by the findings of eminent 
scientists in recent times. The old 
Indian theory of treating small-pox 
by means of placing the patient In 
a room, with the entrance and win¬ 
dows guarded by red blankets found 
re-incamation In Finsen's discovery 
that the interception of certain rays 
of the sun was an important factor 
in the treatment of small-pox and 
that this end was achieved by the 
use of red blinds. To cite another 
case, the old Hindu idea of throwing 
the bodies of their dead Into the 
Ganges In the belief that purifica¬ 
tion would result found a certain 
confirmation In the modem discov¬ 
ery that the sacred river contained 
an'antiseptic hostile to cholera. 

Law of Attunsmsnt 

The peoples of India evinced the 
strongest belief in the theory that 
outside of human life there is a tre¬ 
mendous power with which by the 
"law of attunement” it was possible 
for humans to come in close touch, 
continued the speaker. In admitting 
that fraud was as prevalent in India 
as in other parts of the world, but 
generally only where money was 
concerned. Mrs. Adams-Beck was 
somewhat scathing on the subject of

the snake-charmer who professed to 
charm cobras from whiqh the teeth 
had been drawn or the poison-bags 
removed. On the other hand, she 
declared, her own personal experi¬ 
ence had taught her that many of 
the races of India possessed extra¬ 
ordinary psychic powers. 

“Yoga” and “Jadu” 

In India there were two sorts of 
magic, that of Yoga, which touched 
upon religion and the higher things, | 
and that o. Jado. which was con¬ 
cerned chiefly with what might be 
called the "black arts" and was used 
to gain position, wealth or love of 
the baser sort. The* Yogi, as the 
practitioners of Yoga were called, 
professed to be able to obtain union 
with the higher as well as the ItBver 
forms of life by attuning themselves I 
to the “key" of that life. By the de¬ 
velopment of that same "sixth sense” 
admitted by Cardinal Newman in his 
famous "Apologia" the Yogis claimed 
to b* able to apprehend the unseen. 
The speaker cited an authentic in¬ 
stance of a Yogi who claimed that he 
could die and after forty days be re¬ 
stored again to life. The man died I 
and was buried, and upon his grave 
wheat was planted. After forty days 
when the wheat had begun to grow, 
the grave was dug up. the coffin 
opened and the man came back to 
life. So high are the ideals of the 


Yogi, said Mrs. Adams-Beck, that 
they do not approve of miracles as a 
method of testifying power. 

Not Hypnotism 

The Jadu was employed for evil as 
well as for good. The speaker quoted 
a number of instances coming with¬ 
in her own or intimate friends’ ob¬ 
servations, to show the powers 
wielded by Jado, mysterious sick¬ 
nesses being produced through its 
medium, and on the other hand cures 
of maladies which baffled the doc¬ 
tors being effected by its practition¬ 
ers. The many demonstrations she 
had witnessed, continued the speak¬ 
er. disproved the theory of hypnotic 
influence, for she had been in a ra¬ 
tional state and fully cognizant of 
the circumstances. 

In concluding her intensely inter¬ 
esting address. Mrs. Adams-Beck ex¬ 
pressed her own belief that all states 
of being are composed of a series of 
vibrations. Each person has an en¬ 
tirely different set of vibrations, so 
that what one person would respond 
to another would perhaps repel. 
Through the medium of these vibra¬ 
tions it was possible, she averred, to 
attune the mind so that it would be¬ 
come a channel for the tremendous 
reservoir of power in the universe, 
this power being "toned down” by 
those through whom it passed, as in 
the case of great geniuses.
